The Chinese quarter in Now frork 
supports tyiree of these forttmo jngf lers^ 
who manage to make a fairly gooi liv- 
ing out of their patrons. In this co intry

Many pf thorn boast ot their indiffc fcnco 
to tho'angnrios of the "luck" sticl H. 


In China tho lower classes icver 


take any stop of importanoo w: thont 
couRultiug their favorite soothsay zv, so 
that he exorcises considerable iuflaeiico 
amoug his customers. The China o fes- 
tival on the r New Year's dup;s tho 
great dny to i u'ke a peep iuto the future, 
apd tho Chinese como into New York 
frr.m all the neighboring towns which 
aro not Kfcroi g enough in Chinamen to 
snpport a fortune teller. Quo of the 
soothsayers ilies his trade ou tho side- 
walk in hot weather. Another lias hia 
headquarter.1- close to the Chinese the- 
ater, while me third ia in tho JONHIIOUHG 
in Mott street;. Every josshonso has its 
fortune telling appliances, which are 
kept in front of the iiltar ready for the 
use of tho worshipers. There are sev- 
eral kinds of apparatus used to tell for- 
tunes. Ono of them consists of two 
pieces of wood, which are round on-ono 
eido and flat on tho othor. 


When some superstitious Chinaimm de- 


sires to have his fortune told, ho pnys 10 
cents to the soothsay or, nnd iuik« tbo soor 
what proHpecb thor.e is for him in tho 
near future.

an iuctmfntion over tho two pieces (if 
wood, and then throws them npnn the 
ground. Upon their poHitinudepamte t ho 
fute of Ihe auximiH eimtmner.

tion. Ho continuoH until ho gets ono up 
round iuid ono tint and makes his plans 
accordingly.

Tho iiiKtrumentH found in tho JOKS- 


honso aro tliosn most; generally used and 
coiiKitit of a largo number of bamboo 
strip's ilia handsomely curved cylindric- 
al box. Each strip is about Ion inchfW 
long and a quarter of nn inch wido. 
They aro all polished to a high degree 
of umpothuras and Hqunrc^ off at ono 
ond, tho other owl being round. Tho 
titripn are all numbered from ono up- 
ward, generally running as fur na r>0. 
Sometimes (hero aro 100 in n box, but 
rarely moro. In this case the augury 
costs CO cents, but a fun and some joss- 
sticks are thrown in. 
: 


Tho! 
Chinaman wishing to lourn his 


fate chooses ut random ono of the little 
sticks.i and reads aloud the number on 
it. Tbe Boolhwiyer then goos to a board 
upon which aro strung a number of red 
slips of paper, numbered in the sumo 
Way as tho bamboo sticks. Upon each 
ticket is written the fate of the cus- 
tomer and tho one corresponding in 
number with the number ou tho stick 
which ha has drawn in detached from 
tbo board. 'Whoii translated, a lucky 
ticket;will road something like this: 
"Though dark clouds now roll over your 
head, the fates will ultimately smile 
upon you. All your undertakings will, 
prosper and your path through life will] 
bo strewn with the flowers of peace." 


A Tribune reporter drew one which 


was introproteil as meaning: "Riches 
and good fortune will be your torch- 
boarers. throughout your career, and in 
tho smile of Buddha shull you bask. 
Your heart shall glow with happitiosH 
oven as the steady 'glow of the JOSH 
stick." 


It is not, absolutely necessary that tho 


Chinaman wishing to have his fortune 
told should be present. Many customers 
remit tho fee, and tho fortune teller 
draws for them and mails tho little red 
ticket which contains tho result. Tho 
results aro not always favorable and tho 
most ghastly predictions aro contained 
on some of tho slips, which greatly re- 
semble laundry tickets. 


The higher grade of soothsayers pre- 


dict fortunes \}y meaiiH of casting a 
horoscope, wliich is something likei that 
employed by anlrologers. Auothnr meth- 
od is by means of an ordinary magnetic 
compiifiH, which is set, in a round disk of 
wood. Around tho compass little squares 
are marked out on tho wood containing 
numbers. After giving the date of your 
birth tho numbers are shifted around to 
correspond with yonr age and by some 
"occult" reasoning on the part of the 
soothsayer the direction of the noodle in- 
dicates what fortunes jou may expect. 


The foes are not arbitrary arid [vary ac- 


cording to the moans of the customer. 
They begin at' 1 cent, for the fiat and 
sound sticks and run. up to $1 for the 
Horoscope. —New York Tribune.
